SING SING, July 1.— Early this morn- 


ing Warden Sage received the opinion 
of the attorney-general to to the effect 
that the warden was not justified in 
delaying the execution of Dr. Buchanan. 
He did not like the negative nature of 
the opinion, but later received a tele- 
gram from the attorney-general saying 
"I do not think the last proceedings 
act as a stay." This Warden Sage re- 
garded as a proper warrant to proceed 
with the execution. 


Mrs. Buchanan at 6 o'clock went on 


her knees to Governor Morton, asking 
a commutation to life imprisonment. 
The governor was deeply affected, but 
felt obliged to deny the request. Bu- 
chanan was very nervous and asked for 
the news from the attorney-general be- 
fore it had been received. 


Mrs. Buchanan arrived at 10 a. m., 


but was denied the privilege of seeing 
her husband, as the preparations were 
then in progress for his death. At 
11.14 the witnesses were called to the 
death chamber. 
In a closed box was 


the convict who upon a given signal 
was to turn the switch. Buchanan 
took his seat without a word. In thir- 
ty seconds he was strapped, and in 
forty seconds he was pronounced dead. 
A voltage of 1,740 was kept on for four 
seconds, and then reduced to forty 
volts and kept on thirty seconds longer. 
It was the quickest electrical execution 
yet made. 


Buchanan was but 33 years old. He 


became dissolute in New York and his 
wife left him. In 1890 he got a divorce. 
Three weeks afterward he married a 
woman much older than himself, the 
keeper of a house of ill repute, who 
made a will bequeathing him $40,000. 
They soon quarreled and she died sud- 
denly. He then re-married his first 
wife secretly. A suspicion arising the 
body of the wife was exhumed and ex- 
amined, and his trial, conviction and 
sentence of death followed. Twice 
Governor Morton has granted a short 
respite.
